Rock Island Grows Tked 


of Carrying Bag for 


Union Pacific. 


New York, June 15.—"Carrying the 


bag" for E. H. Harriman in the opera- 
tion of the Alton railroad, as the finan- 
cier described the position of the Rock 
Island system in his testimony before 
the interstate commerce commission 
at Ne\v York, finally grew so tiresome 
that B. F. Yoakum and other domi 
nating spirits of the Rock Island rail- 
road notified Mr. Harrlman a month 
ago that they would in future carry 
the bag lor themselves. 


Mr. Harriman was not prepared for 


this and pondered over the matter for 
a month. Yesterday he sent word to 
the Rock Island stronghold that he 
would make no fight to keep his par- 
tial control of the railroad which he 
exploited. 


Whether or not the Rock Island will 


go out of its way to make reprisals on 
the Harriman lines is not known. It 
is said that Mr. Yoakum, Judge Moore, 
and Daniel 0. Keid were openly in 
favor of a war to tho finish, but that 
others of the railroad's counsel advo- 
cated less strenuous measures. 


Inside Story of Deal. 


The story of how Harriraan bought 


the Chicago and Alton railroad, when 
Its bonded debt per mile was as low 
as that of any road in the country, 
and how he soon burdened the road 
with bonds and watered stocks, was 
all brought out in the interstate com- 
merce commission inquiry. 


It appears that Harriman realized 


the road would be an important link 
in the Rock Island's growing system 
soon after the latter had passed into 
the control of the Moore-Reid-Leeds 
syndicate, and while they were absorb- 
ing the Frisco railroad they also were 
quietly picking up blocks 
of Alton 


Block in the hands 
of the public. 


When Harriman opened negotiations 
to sell the road to the Rock Island ho 
found that that concern owned more 
of the stock than he did, but not quite 
enough to control. 


He could not get a fancy price for 


his holdings, but utilized their posses- 
sion for the forcing of an agreement

BRAISED VEAL. 


For this use eilher the fricandeau or prime piece of a leg 


of veal which weighs from three to four pounds, the shoulder 
boned and stuffed or the breast. 
Most of the bones of the 


breast will not need to be removed, as they become tender In 
the cooking. 
Braising is the ideal way of cooking veal. Tho 


old time braising was done in a regular braising kettle with 
a cover, which held coals, thus cooking both lop and bottom 
at the same time. 
Today nearly nil braising is done in the 


oven in shallow pans, with deep, close fitting covers. 
The 


meat, seasoned or stuffed, is put. !n the pan. covered with hot 
stock and an abundance of herb seasonings and vegetables, 
like young onions nnd carrots, covered closely, then braised 
with frequent bastings until brown, juicy and thoroughly 
cooked. The time required is usually about three hours. A 
good forcemeat for stuffing veal is made by running through 
a meat chopper a pound lean veal nnd a quarter pound sau- 
sage meat. Soak the crumbs of 3. half loaf of bread in cold 
•water, then squeeze dry. Add a tablespoonful salt, a teaspoon- 
ful pepper, two onions chopped fine and fried in a little olive 
oil or butter, and parsley, sage or thyme to season to taste. 
Stuff the breast or shoulder with this mixture and tie up.

QUESTION OF PRESERVATIVES. 


The national pure food law has 


given rise to no end ot controversies 
as to what does and what does not 
constitute a violation of that statute. 
No phase of the law has been more 
prolific of dispute between manufac- 
turers of food products and the au- 
thorities at Washington than the pre- 
servative question. 
The New York 


Journal of Commerce, discussing this 
matter,- thinks it ought to be possi- 
ble to establish a definite scientific 
conclusion on the subject of the use 
of such preservatives as benzoate of 
soda and boric acid, and any others 
that may be questionable, in the pre- 
paration of foods, so that manufactur- 
ers and dealers may be relieved of all 


! doubt or anxiety on the subject and 


consumers may feel easy. The same 
journal says: 


manufacturers and' may largely affect j 
the cost of various articles o! con- 
sumption." 


The pure food and drug board of 


the agricultural department at Wash- 
ington has been giving a careful hear- 
ing on the benzoate of soda question 
and the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers of Food Products has been 
submitting a flood of evidence on the 
extent of the business said to be de- 
pendent upon the continued use of 
that substance as a preservative. The 
claim is made that its use in a variety 
of products is necessary if these are 
to be prepared in quantity for wide 
distribution, the proportion of the pre- 
servative 
used not exceeding one- 


tenth of one per cent of the whole 
product, which is declared to be ab- 
solutely without injurious effect. An 
industry so important is entitled to 
every consideration, but the healthful- 
ness of food is still more Important. 


Whether this or any similar preserv- 


ative can be used in such proportion 
as to serve its purpose without injury 
to health Is the question to be de 
elded, and It ought to bo put beyoni 
further doubt or question. 


Action that will be of great Impor- 


tance to all who have contractual re- 
lations with the government of the 
United States is being prepared and 
will be taken within a very short time 
by a board of five experienced men 
who have been appointed for the pur- 
pose of revising the contract system 
of the government. This board has 
been set at work by the president as a 
result of recommendations made to 
him by the committee on department 
methods which has been examining 
Into the whole subject.

itself or in considerable quantity, it 
does not follow that it Is harmful 
when used in solution or combination 
to a slight extent to arrest fermenta- 
tion or decay. 
Too much of almost 


anything is harmful, such as any or- 
dinary acid or alkaline substance. 
Benzoate of soda is largely used lu 
the 
preparation ot vegetable and 


fruit products which are expected to 
"keep," and boric acid has been used 
to a considerable extent in preserving 
meats. A large amount of capital is 
invested and labor employed in the 
preparation ot foods, condiments and 
Havering substances in which one or 
the other of these is deemed essen- 
tial and If either is to be abandoned 
it will bo a serious matter for many 


In some, where an effort has been 
made to standardize contract forms, it 
appears 
that 
conflicting provisions 


occur in the contract itself, or In the 
specifications pertaining to it, or that 
there is a lack of harmony between 
the contract and the specifications. 
These conditions by creating uncer- 
tainty in the minds of the parties to 
the contract, lead to controversies and 
tend to encourage litigation.

men of advanced ideas and courage 
ous views in all walks of life. Intro 
ducing his subject, Mr. Gumpper oui 
,ined the necessity for the reformer i 
John Howard's time—a day -when th 
English prison system was typical 
the most benighted times, when pris 
ons -were foul structures whoso in- 
mates were treated as beasts and 
when Imprisonment was the penalty 
for even the most trivial infractions 
of the law which had little of justice 
in it. Conditions were little short of 
absolute barbarism and a disgrace to 
humanity when John Howard in tho 
English parliament took up the ques- 
tion and enforced first a hearing and 
later a correction of many of tho evirs. 
It came first in the enactment of bet- 
ter laws and later in the administra- 
tion of a justice that was at least hu- 
mane. Howard's later effort in tho 
eradication of the plaguo epidemics 
and 
the 
triumph 
of 
his 
views 


came aa a result of his' courageous 
following of duly and. his love for his 
fellowmnn. 
Ho died a martyr to a 


cause that but for his effort might 
have gone on untouched for ages. 


Right to Expect Results. 


The valedictory by Miss Dorothy 


Alden followed a lino that w.is in 
tensely practical, the speaker holding 
the view that in any cnterpriso the in- 
vestor hart a right to expect results. 
The matter of education. Miss Alden 
declared, was an Investment by the 
public and sho contended that the 
members of the class of '07 ought to 
accept tho responsibility of producing 
results as an exemplification ot the 
value of education.

WOMEN MEN'S EQUAL IN LABOR. 


New York Court of Appeals 
Reverses 


Penal Law on Hours. 


Albany, N. T.. June 15.—The court of 


appeals yesterday 
sustained the jucg- 


ment nf the court below In declaring un- 
constitutional the section of the penal 
code penalising violations of the factcry 
law with regard to -woman's labor In fac- 
tories. The opinion by Judge Gray says 
In part: 


'In this section of the labor law It will 


be observed that women are classed with 
minors under the age of eighteen years, 
for which there is no reason. 
The right 


of the state parens patrlae to restrict or 
regulate th« labor or employment of chil- 
dren Is unquestionable: but an adult fe- 
male is not to bR regarded as a ward of 
the state or in any other light than the 
man is regarded when the question re- 
lates to the business, pursuit or call- 


"Tn the gradual course of legislation 


upon the right of a woman. In this state 
she has come to possess all the responsi- 
bilities of the man. and she is entitled tc 
bo placed on an equality of rights with 
the man. Considerations of her-physical 
differences arc sentimental and find no 
proper place in the discussion of the 
constitutionality of the act."

Growing Sentiment In the British Navy 


Against It. 


British newspapers have recently 


been directing public attention to the 
rum. ration In the navy. By long es- 
tablished custom every man in the 
service was supplied with his tot of 
rum and was supposed to be unable 
to do his work properly without it. 
Through the earnest effort of reform- 
ers the ration was at length stopped 
for lads under IS, and option given 
those above this ago to decline the 
spirit ration and accept as equivalent

Good Will to Men. 


But there are two or three great 


causes which are hastening on the

The one is the humanitarian succor 
which our nation and other nations are 
sending to foreign lands in times o 
earthquake tragedy, a,nd fire and flood 
and famine. 
It is the warm, sympa 


thetic hand of fraternal help which 
one nation holds out to another natior 
in times ot financial and domestic mis 
fortunes. 
In other words, on an en- 


larged scale, it is the same kind of fra- 
ternal help which we find in the coun- 
try districts when all farmers are will- 
ing to go and help a. fanner in mis- 
fortune or family bereavement.

Then, 
as soon as I mentioned that charmed 
word, "famine flour" for China, the 
army men placed at my disposal the 
vharf for religious service, which was 
ontrary to every military regulation, 
'hen I found that they were willing 
o detail me a military band for my 
ervice. Then I went to the highest 
and most Influential man in the north- 
ern part of our state, Benjamin We 
Wheeler, president of California uni- 
versity, and said, "Will you come and 
lelp us bless the cargo for suffering 
ihina?" 
And at once he answered, 


'I will come." Then I telephoned to 
lacramento to James Gillett, the gov- 
ernor of the state, and said, "Will you 
come?" And he said, "I'll come." 
Then I went to the leading Episcopal- 
an bishop of the west, Dr. Nichols, 
and said, "Will you come?" And lie 
said, "I'll come."
